List Brazil’s 20 Biggest Generators of Electric Energy, So Far 


According to official Brazilian reports, the 20 
biggest electric plants in Brazil are led by the 
Serra, serving Sao Paulo, Cubatao and Santos, with 
340,000 kw., and considered about sixth in the 
whole world for size. 

Next are Fontes, serving the Pirai and Rio de 
Janeiro area, with a capacity of 138,368 kw. and Ilha 
dos Pombos, serving Carmo and Rio de Janeiro, 
115,630 kw. 

The report then listed Itupararanga, 57,850 kw.. 
serving Sorocaba and Sao Paulo; Parnaiba, 27,380 kw.., 
serving Parnaiba and Sao Paulo; the Recife Plant, 
25.368 Kw.; the Porto Alegre works in Rio Grande do 
Sul, with 23,320; 

Avanhandava, serving that area of Sao Paulo, with 
$0,912 kw.; the Rasgio works, serving the Parnaiba 


area of Sao Paulo, 18,770 kw.; Itatinga, 15,300 kw., in 
the Santos-Sao Paulo district; 

The Federal District Fabrica do Gas, 15,100 kw.; 
Gafanhoto, 13, 690 kw., area of Divinopolis, Minas 
Gerais; Chaminé, 12,254 kw., Sao José dos Pinhais, 
Parana; Rio de Pedras, 12,078 kw., for Itabirito, Minas 
Gerais; 

Bananeiras, 11,638 kw., serving Coceicao da Feira, 
Bahia; Piabanha, 11,370 kw., for Entre Rios, state of 
Rio de Janeiro; Porto Gois, 11,040, serving Salto in 
the state of Sao Paulo;

“Selecoes” of Readers Digest Will Be Printed in Sao Paulo 


“Selecées”, the Portuguese-language edition of 
Readers Digest, will be printed in Brazil by the 
Companhia Litografica Ypiranga in Sao Paulo, ac- 
cording to Barclay Acheson, head of the magazine’s 
International Editions. 

The Sao Paulo company will print copies both for 
distribution in Brazil and Portugal and other Portu- 
guese-speaking areas, including communities in the 
United States, 

Equipment for the purpose is being bought in the 
U.S. by Ypiranga, according to Company President 


Carlos Reichenach, who will also contract foreign 
skilled workers to instruct Brazilians in the special 
processes involved. 

Arrangements to print “Selegdes” in Sao Paulo were 
made by Acheson during a recent trip to Sao Paulo 
accompanied by Douglas London, “Selecées” produe- 
tion manager, Fernando Chinaglia, Brazilian represel- 
tative, and Roberto Sanchez, vice-president. 

Arnold Tschudy, who represents the Ypiranga firm 
in the United States, participated in the negotiations 
both here and in Brazil, 
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Quitandinha Awaits Pan-American Engineers’ Meet, July 15-24 


Final preparations have been made for the First 
Pan-American Engineering Congress to be held 
near Rio de Janeiro July 15-24 with representa- 
tives attending from engineering associations 
throughout the Americas. 

The Congress was organized by a special Committee 
set up by the South American Union of Engineering 
Associations. Brazilian executives of the Committee 
are engineers F. Saturnino de Brito, Filho, and F. de 
Magalaes Castro, 


To Present Studies 


Studies worked up by engineers of the various 
American countries will be presented at the meeting, 
helieved to be the first of its kind ever held. 

Problems to be surveyed by delegates will in- 
clude transportation and communication, con- 
struction, soil mechanics, water power, fuel, elec- 
tric power, city planning, farm engineering, sani- 
tation, water supply and control, sewers, hospitals, 
metallurgy, industrial engineering, mining, and 
academic matters. 


Interest Aroused 


Interest in the Congress has been aroused especially 
in Brazil and Latin America because of the pressing 
nature of these problems. U.S. engineers, who expect 
to find a higher proportion of their field in Latin 


America in the next few years, have also expressed 
great interest. 

The Congress will be held at the palatial Quitan- 
dinha Hotel, site of the 1947 Inter-American meeting, 
which will assure all conveniences for delegates. A 
preliminary conference will also meet in Sao Paulo 
July 9-13. 





Coastwise Trade Up 

Brazilian coastwise trade in 1948 increased 
both in volume and value over 1947, accord- 
ing to latest official figures. Volume increase 
was 17.7 percent while increase in value was 
16.6 percent, indicating that per-ton prices of 
goods shipped have fallen. 

Total coastwise shipments amounted to 
3,948,895 metric tons. They were valued at 
17,985,441,000 ecruzeiros. In 1945 tmnage 
shipped was 3,062,000; in 1944 it was 
3,055,000. 

Raw material tonnage in 1948 shipments 
increased by 22.4 percent, foodstuffs rose 13.2 
percent, and manufactured goods by 9 per- 
cent. Values of these categories rose respec- 
tively by 27.4, 8.6 and 15.6 percent. 











First Two Months of 1949 Show Imports Up and Exports Down 


Preliminary figures from Brazil for the first two 
months of 1949 indicate that export trade is tend- 
ing to lessen while imports are slightly larger in 
comparison with the same period of 1948. 

While fuller data may change the picture somewhat, 
initial statistics showed imports in January-February 
of 1949 of 1,023,484 metric tons against imports for 
the first two months of 1948 of 955,480 metric tons. 


142,418-Ton Decline 

Exports for the same period this year were 517,097 
metric tons, while for January-February of 1948 they 
were 659,515, a drop of 142,418 metric tons. 

The disparity was somewhat less noticeable in 
values, as exports for January-February 1948 were 
worth 3,049,668,000 cruzeiros, while for that period in 
1949 they were valued at 2,678,935,000. 


Import values meanwhile went up both in totals 


and in ton-price. Total import value for January- 
February 1948 was 3,297,027,000 cruzeiros, while value 


of imports into Brazil for the first two months of 1949 
was 3,617,324,000 cruzeiros. 

These figures worked out to an average ton-price of 
imports in 1949 of 3,534 cruzeiros against a ton-price 
in 1948 of 3,451 cruzeiros. Export values went up from 
4,624 a ton in January-February 1948 to 5,181 a ton 
in 1949. 

Balance Unfavorable 

Brazil’s unfavorable balance in world trade for the 
first two months of 1949 was estimated on the basis 
of these figures to be about 938,389,000 cruzeiros, which 
nullified her world favorable balance of 711,994,000 
cruzeiros attained last year despite a large deficit in 
trade with the United States. 

Brazilian world exports in January 1949 were 63,691 
metric tons less than in the same month in 1948, with 
returns lower by 257,727,000 cruzeiros. 

Imports from all countries for the same month in- 
creased by 117.286 tons and cost 667,905,000 cruzeiros 
more, partly as a result of a 15 percent rise in prices 
paid that month. A tendency toward slightly lower 
prices was noted in February, however. 
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Passenger and F reight Movement Increases at Port of Rio 


An overall increase in activities of the Port of Rio de Janeiro is shown in the annual report 
for 1948 made late last month by F. V. de Miranda Carvalho, port administrator. 
Increased movement is shown in the following table. It will be noted that import tonnage 
decreased as a result of Brazil’s all-out attempt to reduce non-essential purchases abroad and 
lessen its dollar deficit. 
Receipts for the year, according to the report, amounted to Cr$245,148,085, expenditures to 
Cr$203,690,837, and surplus to Cr$41,457,248.

Pocos de Caldas, Brazil’s best-known spa, might be 
just the place for you to spend your summer vacation. 
You could fly there directly from New York via Rio 
or go by boat and then by rail, motor road or air to 
Pocos de Caldas. 

Famous as a health resort and recreational center, 
Pocos de Caldas is nearly 4,000 feet above sea level and 
at this time of year especially would be cool and 
pleasant. 


Good Hotels 


The spa area has fine modern hotels, and the town 
has all the conveniences, including light, power, water 
and sewers, wide avenues and shady parks, and the 
scenery provided by the blue Minas Gerais mountains. 

There are said to be more hotels and boarding- 
houses in Pogos de Caldas in ratio to population than 
anywhere else in Brazil. Best-known are the Palace 
Hotel, with 550 rooms, and the Quisisana. 


The springs and baths of Pocos de Caldas are con- 
trolled by the state of Minas Gerais and are frequented 
by vacationists from all over Brazil and South Amer- 
ica. They are radio-active and are said to relieve nu- 
merous ailments. 

Has Wine, Too 

The town itself is in a wide basin surrounded by 
grassy mountain slopes that give one the impression 
of looking upward from the crater of a volcano except 
for luxuriant vegetation. 

The area does not rely entirely on the tourist trade. 
Wines from Pocos de Caldas are known throughout 
Brazil for exceptional flavor. Coffee, corn and figs are 
grown, 

The climate is always mild, the mountain air is bra- 
cing, both in winter and summer. 


Coffee, Ores, Woods and Sugar Lead Exports in Weight 


The main products exported by Brazil in 1948, by 
weight, were coffee, 1,049,540 tons; metal ores, 770,445 
tons; pinewood, 572,031 tons; sugar, 361,277 tons; 
table fruits, 268,797 tons; 


Raw cotton, 258.703 tons: rice, 212,643 tons; castor 


beans, 163,515 tons; woods other than pine, 151,585 
tons; corn, 110,961 tons; seed-cakes, 88,279 tons; cocoa 
beans, 71,681 tons; and hides and skins, 63,642 tons. 
Total weight of Brazilian exports in 1948 was 4,658,- 
408 metric tons, compared with 3,781,453 in 1947. 


Brazilian Traction Official Sees Big Power Expansion Ahead 


Mr. José Garcia Pacheco de Aragao, vice-presi- 
dent of the Companhia de Carris e Electricidade of 
Rio de Janeiro, subsidiary of Brazilian Traction, 
declared in New York last week that the five-year 
expansion program of his company will double its 
output of electric power in Brazil. 

En route to a board meeting in Toronto, he said that 
most of the expansion program was made possible by 
the recent 75 million loan granted his company by the 
World Bank under a Brazilian government guarantee, 


enabling purchase of needed equipment abroad. 


Ready by November 


He said that by next November the first of the new 
power units, with an output of 4,000 kw., will be ready, 
and that by December, with improved conditions and 
seasonal changes, present limited power services can 
be increased, 


Mr. Pacheco de Aragao added that Brazil offers an 


excellent opportunity for foreign investors, and that 
projects such as the expansion program of his company 
help build Brazil by making possible greater produc- 
tion and exports. 

He remained in New York for several days to attend 
the meeting there of Rotary International, to which 
he was a delegate. 








Interim Finance Minister 
Brazilian President Eurico Gaspar Dutra 
has named Guilherme da Silveira as interim 
Minister of Finance, replacing Pedro Luiz 
Correia e Castro, who resigned recently. 


Mr. Guilherme da Silveira was formerly 


head of the Bank of Brazil.

Brazilian News in Review 


Cocoa Highway 


Brazil’s Chamber of Deputies has approved a 
bill appropriating 10 million cruzeiros for paving 
the Ihéus-Itabuna highway, serving the Bahia area 
that supplies the U. S. with cocoa. 


World Health Payment 
President Eurico Gaspar Dutra was expected to 
sign this week a bill authorizing Brazil's contribution 
of 1,121,900 cruzeiros for the World Health Organiza- 
tion. 


Protect Rio "Movies 
Rio Alderman Luiz Paes Leme has proposed a bill 
granting 10-year exemption from municipal taxes to 
existing or future movie firms in the Federal District, 
applying to any branch of the industry so long as they 
are concerned exclusively with Brazilian films. 


Help Rice Growers 
Portable rice-processing machines are being given 
to rice farmers in Acre Territory by the Brazilian De- 
partment of Production in exchange for payment in 
foodstuffs. 





Hard Goods Cargo 


A recent cargo unloaded at Rio by Moore- 
MacCormack’s Mormachawk included 80 tons 
of spare parts for the rolling stock of Bra- 
zilian Traction, 130 tons of parts for the 
Volta Redonda Steel Mills, 32 tons of tractors 
and farm equipment, 18 tons of road-building 
equipment; 83 tons of lubricating oil; 31 tons 
of galvanized wire; 70 tons of lead ingots, 
steel wire and tubes; 546 kilos of streptomy- 
cin and 700 kilos of powder for false teeth. 


This was the largest shipment ever received 
in Brazil both for streptomycin and the tooth 
powder. 











Budget Favorable 
The Brazilian Comptroller-General’s Office has 
reported that the federal budget was in the black 
for the first four months of 1949, with a favorable 
balance of Cr$9,793,000 out of income of Cr$4.- 
933,327,000 and outgo of Cr$4,523,534,000. 





French Buy Brazilian 


France bought Brazilian goods worth 2,143,000. 
000 franes during the first quarter of 1949, com. 
pared to purchases worth 1,382,000,000 franes in 
the first three months of 1948. Brazil bought 
goods from France in that period valued at 1,789, 
000,000 franes, compared to 1,174,000,000 last 
year.
